A’ triple attack on Atlanta’s traffic problem—with the

mended Wednesday before City Council’s police committee. 


The recommendations were 
made by Franklin M. Kreml, di- 
rector of the traffic division of the 
International Association of Chiefs 
of Police, and George C. Bowers, 
director of field service for the or- 
ganization. 


Bowers’ recommendations in- 
cluded that the present police de- 
partment personnel of 726 be in- 
creased by 87 men, 54 to be as- 


signed to traffic. Cost of this ex-| 


pansion would approximate $350,- 
000 annually, Bowers. estimated.

Atlanta’s present enforcement in- 
dex of 19, which means 19 convic- 
tions for moving, hazardous viola- 
tions for each injury or fatal acci-

main route leading to West Ger- 
many. 

As they had Tuesday night, how- 
ever, the Soviet troops did not in- 
terfere with the team, usually 
made up of three or four men in 
a jeep, that took over the post at 
midnight Wednesday. 


This made it clear that the pre- 
vious interference was not an ‘‘ac- 
‘cident,’’ as had been stated Tues- 
day in an explanation given to 
‘Walter J. Donnelly, U. S. high 
commissioner, by Soviet Gen. Vas- 
sily I. Chuikov. The lifting of the 
roadblock Tuesday night had been 
regarded earlier as a consequence 
|of a protest made to the Russians 
by Donnelly. 

Allied teams that had sought to 
go to the station earlier Wednes- 
day were forced, by armed Soviet 
guards at the west boundary of 
the U. S,. sector, to detour over a 
secondary road. It was evident 
that the Russians simply wanted 
to prove that they could stop West- 
ern wilitary units if they desired, 
but were not so fussy as to want 
to stay up to impose the blockade 
last night.

LUXEMBOURG, Sept. 10—The 
first major move to end the legacy 
of bitterness between Germany 


and the Jews was consummated 
today when agreements were| 
signed committing the Bonn re-| 
public to pay $822,000,000 in com-| 
pensation for Nazi antisSemitic| 
deeds and to improve the machin-| 
ery for restitution to individuals. | 

That the Hitler-created heritage | 
of hate cannot be quickly dispelled | 
was evident in the stiff and self- 
conscious atmosphere as Chan-' 
cellor Konrad Adenauer, Foreign 
Minister Moshe Sharet of Israel 
and Dr. Nahum Goldmann, chair- 
man of the Presidium of 24 World 
Jewish organizations, penned their 
signatures to the series of accords. | 

Scarely a word was spoken as 
the German and Jewish repre- 
sentatives faced each other across 
a long table in Luxembourg’s City 
Hall in their first officially ami- 
cable ceremony in almost two 
decades. There was no public 
handshaking. Afterward, the three 
leaders withdrew to a small room 
for a private conversation during 
which Dr. Adenauer was under- 
stood to have expressed his satis- 
faction at this German act of 
moral retribution. 


MORAL SIGNIFICANCE 


The formal Jewish attitude was 
voiced by Sharett. He told this 
correspondent that while the agree- 
ments did not mean ‘‘a healing of 
the wounds created by the fearful 
Nazi massacres” they were of far- 
reaching importance for Israel's 
economy and had moral signifi- 
cance for the world as a precedent 
for voluntary reparation for the

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Sen. Taft Seeks 
To Call the Tune 


The Taft wing of the Republican 
Party received a regrettable but decisive 
shot in the arm in the renomination 
Tuesday of Wisconsin’s Sen. Joe Mc- 
Carthy. | 

Although it is too early to evaluate 
the effect on the campaign, it is evident 
that Senator Taft has delayed deliber- 
ately his getting together with General 
Eisenhower until after this: primary 
was held. 

The Ohioan continues to hold a club 
over the GOP nominee’s head. In spite 
of Ike’s overtures, he is acting like a 
political prima donna who will dance to 
the party tune only if he can choose 
the music. 

Taft is reported to have requested 
of the general certain pledges in writ- 
ing, including a list of the proposed 
GOP cabinet if Ike is elected. He is 
reported also to have demanded that 
Eisenhower purge his headquarters of 
all those who have been connected with 
Governor Dewey. 

The Ohio senator is admittedly 
strong in the Midwest. He was re- 
jected by his party, however, because 
his strength outside of this isolationist 
belt made the re-election of the Demo- 
crats inevitable. And yet now, despite 
the fact that the party chose a nominee 
whose views were more acceptable to 
the nation than to the Old Guard, 
he seeks to impose his will upon the 
nominee through a form of political 
blackmail. 

If Eisenhower accepts the terms, he 
will be letting down the majority that 
chose him because of his moderate 
views. It will be tantamount to accept- 
ing Senator Taft as the GOP boss and 
to almost certain defeat in November. 

If the general is wise, he will run 
the campaign on his own terms and on 
his own views without concessions on 
principle to the elements within his own 
party who act as though his defeat 
would be a delight. 

The general must have been embar- 
rassed to the point of: exasperation in 
being forced to submit to an introduc- 
tion by Indiana’s Sen. William Jenner 
Tuesday—although his appearance on 
the same platform was an endorsement 
of sorts. Jenner has described Eisen- 
hower’s friend, General Marshall, as a 
“living lie’—the man who discovered 
Ike and raised him from obscurity. 

In the meantime, the truth of Gov- 
ernor Stevenson’s GOP “split person- 
ality” charges is being revealed for all 
to see. Should Ike surrender to Taft, 
the voters will wonder why the party 
did not nominate the latter in the be- 
ginning. Should he continue:to go his 
independent way, they will see on the 
wall the inevitable handwriting for a 
Taft-controlled Congress. 

The general cannot overcome the 
handicap of the reactionaries and isola- 
tionists he must carry along with him. 
The roadblocks are up whichever way 
he turns. 

The only alternative for continua- 
tion of government that is in tune with 
the 20th Century challenge is the elec- 
tion of Adlai Stevenson to the presi- 
dency in November.

Doesn’t Include Murder 


There are some “firsts” of which 
Atlanta cannot be proud. Although we 
do not have the exact figure, Georgia's 
capital city would certainly rival any 
of comparable population in the land in 
its homicide rate. Judge E. E. Andrews 
recently cited the fact that the number 
of murders in Atlanta annually is great- 
er than that of the entire British Isles. 
This should shame the heart of every 
citizen. 

In the Superior Court session that 
opens next week there are 36 homicide 
cases slated for trial. Think of it! Thir- 
ty-six persons who came to their deaths 
from violence inflicted by the hands of 
others! 

In that connection, Fulton Criminal! 
Court Judge Luther Alverson pleased us 
in his first day on the bench. He sen- 
tenced an offender to 12 months in pris- 
on on charges of carrying a concealed 
weapon. In so doing, he hit a major 
source of the trouble. The new judge 
told the defendant: 

“Records show there were 94 homi- 
cides in Atlanta last year and of these, 
91 were Negro killing Negro in a pure- 
ly Negro community. We in the South 
have made a mistake in treating too 
lightly the crimes committed under 
these conditions. 

“You and others coming before me 
on charges of carrying concealed weap- 
ons such as pistols and knives will re- 
ceive the maximum penalty. Then per- 
haps you will learn to settle your argu- 
ments with your fists instead of using 
pistols and knives. Then we will have 
bruises—not murders.”’ 

In that we agree wholeheartedly. As 


the Negro assumes his place as a citizen, 
he must accept also the duties of citizen- 
ship. 

These do not include the wilful kill- 
ing of his fellowman.

Building Authority 
Has Planned Well 


A campaign for adequate and equal 
educational facilities in Georgia is pass- 
ing rapidly from the realm of discus- 
sion and planning into that of specifi- 
cations and bids and actual construction 
on needed buildings. 

Sale Tuesday by the State School 
Building Authority of $32,097,000 in 
bonds means that the money is now 
available to the 29 school systems which 
have shown their need for these funds. 
The authority will put up the buildings. 
The local school boards will rent them 
from the authority until the cost of con- 
struction has been repaid. 

The fact that financiers took the 
bonds at 2.6 per cent interest, lowest 
rate ever obtained by a state agency, 
is an indication that the plan is well laid. 

Building Authority Chairman Fred 
Hand and his associates in the project 
deserve commendation for the time and 
effort they have given to get the state- 
wide program under way.

Even, in short, Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
He got mud on his 
shoes as he came through 
the Midwest—a fair and 
beautiful land richly en- 
dowed by nature. He 
temporized and compromised with the rec- 
ognized worst elements of the Republican 
Party. 

General Eisenhower did not wait to sur- 
render to Senator Taft, himself. That could 
have been one of those acts in politics that 
might possibly be rationalized, a patchwork 
of compromises sufficient to last the cam- 
paign with fingers crossed on both sides. 
Instead he surrendered in advance to a hand- 
ful of bawling top sergeants—the McCar- 
thys, Jenners, Dirksens—who in Congress 
and up and down the land have made a 
mockery of the sacrifices of our people and 
of our men and arms in Korea and else- 
where and demagogued a cause that General 
Eisenhower holds so high into a very shabby 
thing. 

The climax came at Indianapolis, the 
wind-up of his Midwestern trip.

Neither Political Party Can Succeed 
On Promises ‘To Turn Back the Clock’ 


Atlanta—In encouraging the two-party 
system in Georgia, should we overlook the 
platforms and the record of the two parties, 
or should we blindly support either party, 
irrespective of what it offers at this crucial 
time in history? 

Based upon the Republican National Con- 
vention and the speeches made, they show 
little faith in the future or in the stability 
of these United States. They claim the pros- 
perity we are enjoying is not real and they 
would make us believe that if they came into 
power things would change radically, and 
based upon their reasoning they certainly 
would change, but the change would be for 
the worst. 

No party will find success in turning the 
clock back. Our progress as a nation has 
been so outstanding that we cannot apply 
the old idea of supply and demand, nor can 
we use as a basis the scare of inflation or 
the fear of the national debt. Inflation is 
supposed to mean that the real earnings of 
the average citizen have declined, but in 
reality today, in face of the rearmament 
program and the burden of two previous 
wars, we are enjoying the highest standard 
of living in the history of our country. So 
one questions whether we have a changed 
economy, in which there has been to a cer- 
tain extent a division of wealth. 

The dollar has depreciated to 54 cents in 
face of changed world conditions and if so, 
we would have a right to look at our na- 
tional debt in a comparative way and say 
that in reality it is a debt of approximately 
155 billion instead of 270 billion, from a rela- 
tive standpoint. On the other hand, this debt 
and its carrying charges in relation to our 
national earnings, represent only 2.2 per 
cent. This is no serious burden for a great 
nation such as ours, especially when we are 
investing in such fields as the atomic devel- 
opment, TVA, Coulee Dam, good roads, 
flood controls, building of hospitals, schools, 
restocking, etc., etc., so that we know that 
the standard of living of our people will con- 
tinue to expand. 

As a matter of history, do we of the South 
recall the experiences we had during this 
period from 1860 to 1912? Were the Repub- 
licans at that time very charitable and very 
considerate?

The only way you can abide in Christ, 
even for two minutes, is to form mental 
pictures of Him. If you are conscious of 
your sins, read John 8:3-l1]1, the story of 
Christ forgiving the woman, until every de- 
tail of that scene is clear and sharp in your 
thinking. If you are nervous and upset, get 
the picture of Him stilling the tempest in 
Mark 4:35-41. As you read and study the 
four gospels, you develop_in your mind a

The IACP report further pointed 
out “At least 95 per cent of the re- 
ported accidents should be investi- 
gated at the scene by highly trained 
personnel. Investigators should 
record their opinions as to the 
cause of accidents in all cases, 
even though evidence does not war- 
rant prosecution.”’ 

From a study of complete acci- 
dent recrods. Bowers said, person- 
nel can be assigned to méet selec- 
tive enforcement needs. He point- 
ed out in order to achieve a true 
enforcement index the cases should 
be made at the time of day, loca- 
tion and for the specifie cause 
of current accidents. 

FUNCTION TRANSFERS 

All nonpolice functions, such as 
bond clerk and the violations bu- 
réau, should be transferred to the 
traffic court, the report continued. 

The recommended enforcement 
bureau consisted of a captain as 
watch commander, five leutenants 
as field supervisors and 90 patrol- 
mén. It suggested a captain. one 
lieutenant .two sergeants, 14 three- 
wheel motorcycle patrolmen and 
94 foot patrolmen for traffic di- 
rection and parking enforcement.

Not all exotic glass and leatherware with a flavor Italiano comes 


for many lira. 


A stroll through several chain stores in town revealed a fabulous 
assemblage of glassware, leather goods, straw crafts and ceramics. 


And the price—a low, low 29 
cents to a not-so-high $10.95. 

The glassware took the shape 
of handblown green wine jugs 
and dainty glasses. Latin love 
for fine wines caused the devel- 
opment of drinking utensils to a 
fine point. 

A close examination of the jug 
shows a minute slot for ice built 
right in and corked tightly with 
a straw stopper—no chance for 
diluting that rare Neapolitan vin- 
tage. 

The handblown Venetian glass 
vases have an old legend at- 
tached. It seems that just after 
the fall of the Empire the rich 
laminated effect was so valued 
that the family who knew the 
process fled to an island to hide 
their secret. 

Some of the pieces are done 
in two layers, one a solid color, 
the other giving the effect of tiny 
bubbles shimmering on the sur- 
face. Lovely murano:has gold 
dust dispersed throughout the 
silicon. 

Alabaster, that soft substance 
which feels like soapstone, is 
carved into cute Scotty puppies, 
donkeys and elephants—a clever 
objet d’art for your whatnot shelf. 

In the leather line are cigarette 


boxes, jewel cases and book 
ends, all delicately hand tooled 
with gilt designs. 

Straw has been fashioned as 
intricately as crocheting from 


oval bread trays to waste bas- 
kets. Hand-painted wooden trays, 
jewel boxes, and book ends are 
done in lovely pastels blended 
with a rich gold. 

The crude, bold stamp of the 
Navajo Indian is found on the 
ceramics, which come in unique 
sizes and patterns.

Actually Windsor Castle probably isn’t a hair more elegant than 
the Hartford Foundation grounds. There is one lovely sprawling 
white country house which is the main building and which includes 
stables with beautiful Palomino horses, a Piedmont Park-size swim- 
ming pool, a delightful little creek with bridges over it and lovely 
tree-shaded, flower-planted grounds. 

Scattered over the canyon floor and half-way up the mountain- 
side are the studio cottages of people like Bob Bizinsky who have 
won fellowships and are there to paint, write novels or plays and 
compose music. 

Bob’s studio was a trim little modern building with a vast north 
window. Maurine Whipple, the Utah writer who has contributed many 
articles to Collier’s on the scenic wonders of her state and who 
authored a novel, ‘‘The Giant Joshua,’’ 10 years ago, was working in 
a compact little house overlooking a waterfall.

We mei Cecil Madden, a Canadian scenario writer who was 
working on a book, and then Bob looked around thoughtfully for 
oiher colleagues we might meet. 


“There are about a dozen other people here working,’’ he said. 
“There's a Yogi composer and over there in that studio which was 
designed by Frank Lloyd Wright there’s another novelist.’’ 

But they weren't in that day and it was just as well. To meet 
so many creative geniuses in one day in such prosperous surround- 
ings was almost more than I could take in. I’m so old-fashioned I 
thought geniuses were gaunt, garrety people. 


“This is a little chi-chi,’”?’ Bob admitted. ‘‘But it’s not phony. 
These peopie are all serious workmen who passed a rigorous exami- 
nation by a board of directors before they were accepted. We eat 
well and are pretty pampered but: we work—long hours and hard.” 


The nice thing is that when.the Hartford fellows get engrossed | 
in their work they don’t even have to stop and go to the big house | 
for lunch. A station wagon, manned by a handsome former Hollywood | 


extra, delivers a hot lunch to their studio. 


Bob is going to have a big show in Los Angeles this fall and he |
